A few years ago my honse 
was infested with cockroaches (or ‘ clocks,’ as 
they are called hare,) and I was 

to try cucumber peelings as a remedy. I sc- 
cording|y, immediately before bed time, strowed 
the floor of that part of the house most infested 
with the vermin with the green peel, ent not 
very thia from the cucamber, and sat up half an 
hour later than usual to wateh the effect. Be- 
fore the expiration of that time, the floor where 
the peel lay, was completely covered with cock. 
roaches, so much that the vegetable could not 
be seen, so voraciously were they engaged in 
sucking the poisonous moisture from it. 
sdupted the same plan the following night, bat 
my visitors were not near so sumerous—! 
should think pot more than a fourth of the pre- 
vious night. On the third night I could not dis- 
cover one, but anxious to ascertain whether the 
house was quite clear of them, I exemined the 
peel afver I had laid it down about half an hour, 
and perceived that it was covered with myriads 
of minute cockroachss about the size of a fles.
